I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  19th  Annual  Report  for  1967* 

The  cleansing  service  operated  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year  although 
the  amount  of  refuse  has  considerably  increased.  A free  service  is  given 
for  the  removal  of  all  unwanted  household  articles  but  in  spite  of  this 
widely  advertised  fact,  it  is  annoying  to  find  the  surrounding  countryside 
littered  with  discarded  household  furniture. 

All  the  pail  closets  have  now  been  converted  and  given  adequate 
financial  aid  the  speeding  up  of  waste  water  closet  conversions  could 
proceed  more  rapidly. 

Mains  water  supplies  have  been  extended  to  supply  dwellings  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  town  and  only  a few  isolated  houses  now  depend  upon 
private  supplies, 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Health  Department  typsit/clerk  Miss  M. 
Cunliffe  for  all  the  excellent  work  done  during  the  year  on  wages,  records, 
registers,  accounts  etc.  The  support  of  the  Health  Committee  is  also 
acknowledged  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year.
